Houston Facing

HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 31—W>— 
Multi-million dollar 
construction 
projects began to shut down today 
as 1800 common laborers went on 
strike in demand of a 12 1-2-cent 
hourly pay hike. 
Some 1200 other members of Lo- 
cal 18 of the Hod Carriers 
and 
Building Common Laborers contin- 
ued work as several contractors 
agreed to the wage demand. The 
union's wage scale has been 11.07 
1-2 hourly. 
Union officials estimated appro- 
ximately 15,000 members of other 
AFL construction crafts unions 
will honor the 
laborers' 
picket 
lines. 
It was the start of what may be 
the most critical week In 
labor- 
management history In Houston. 


Some 3000 steelworkers, airport 
limousine drivers and oil workers 
already are on strike. 
Bus drivers and mechanics num- 
bering 1100 have voted to strike the 
Houston Transit Company at mid- 
night Wednesday in demand of a 
30-cent wage increase over the cur- 
rent $1.1? hourly. 
At Fort Houston some 2150 long- 
shoremen have set a strike for mid- 
night tonight, and union officials 
estimate 5000 other port workers 
.will be thrown idle by the walk- 
out.

Murray Cheered 
At CIO Meeting 
In Rapping Reds 


Murray Declares 
Communists To Be 
Ousted At Parley 


CLEVELAND, 
Oct. 
31,—Iff) 


!IO President Philip Murray touch- 
ed off a demonstration at the open- 
ng session of the llth convention 
today 
when 
he 
promised to 


'cleanse" the organization of pro- 
communists. 


After referring to abuse directed 
at him by the Moscow radio, Mur- 
ray, in his keynote address, said 
that at meetings of his own CIO 
executive board: 
'I did not know whether I was 
talking to a Fink (strikebreaker), 
a Commie, or an FBI man." 


'If we are going to cleanse this 


movement, which by the way, we 
are going to do at this convention 
—" Murray started to say when the 
more than 600 delegates broke into 
noisy cheers. 


Murray was unable to finish his 
sentence. 


At least three, and possibly a 


dozen unions under so-called left- 
wing leadership 
are 
threatened 
with ouster from the CIO. 


Murray got another cheer when 


ho said that "No subletles engaged 
in by the representatives of this 
(left wing) group that they are 
not serving the interest of the Com- 
munist party in this convention will 
satisfy this delegation." 
"The line changed," Murray said 


after World War Two. 


The convention opened with the 
CIO torn wide open by the worsl 
factional war in Us history. 


Ouster of at least three unions 
under loft-wing leadership was In- 
dicated, and a roaring right-wing 
majority, angered by pro-Commun 
1st efforts to bore into the CIO 
clamored for the purge of a dozen 
unions by the end of the week. 


President 
Philip Murray was 


caught in one of the most trying di- 
lemmas of his career: 


Should he preside over the carv- 
ing up of the mass-Industry federa- 
tion .which he, John L. Lewis, Sid- 
ney Hlllman .and- others created 
more than a dozen years ago? 


The usually mild-mannered Mur- 
ray seemed to have given his an- 
swer as he opened the convention 
with a blast at the "small but noisy 
clique" in the CIO he said was ad- 
hering to the Communist labor pro 
gram. 


"I want none of ,that," Murray 
said In a report to the 600 dele- 
gates. 
"The CIO wants none of 
that."

Greater Earnings 
Industry's Profits Turn Upwards

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—QF>—Prof- 


Its of American Industry turned up- 
wards in the third quarter of this 
year for the first time in 12 months. 


They stand only slightly below 


the all-time high mark of a 
year 
ago, when third quarter earnings 
were at the peak in the record 
year of 1948, 
. An unusual feature of the third 
quarter was the substantial in- 
crease in earnings of automobile 
companies which off-set a sharp de- 
cline in oil company profits. 


The compilation by The Associat- 


ed Press of earnings reports of 314 
leading corporations in all major 
fields showed today a total 
net 


profit of $1,003,644,061 in th'o July- 
September quarter. 
That Is 4.3 per cent higher than 
the total of $962,012,819 reported by 
the same corporations in the sec- 
ond quarter of this year. 
It !• only 4.1 per cent lower than 


the $1,046,983,291 earned by these 
companies in the third quarter of 
1948, 


Corporate earnings slid lower in 
the final quarter of 1948 from their 
third quarter peak, and the decline 
continued in the first and second 
quarters of.this year. • 
The upturn was not surprising to 


those who watched the recession of 
early 1949 give way gradually to an 
economic recovery around mid-year. 
The present profit trend confirms 
that rebound. 


Largely responsible for the over- 
all good showing are the earnings 
of two automobile companies, 


The increase in their earnings 


more than balanced the decline in 
profits shown by the oil companies, 
Chrysler and General Motors in- 


creased their earnings by 
more 


than $98,000,000 in the third quarter 
of this year over a year ago, while 
the earnings of 22 oil companies 
fell nearly $97,000,000 below the lev- 
el of the third quarter of 1948. 


A comparison of the third quar- 
ter of this year with the previous 
quarter shows the two motormak- 
ers added more than $41,000,000 to 
their earnings, while the oil com- 
panies fell back by some $13,000,000. 


Out of the 24 principal groups of 


companies, only seven showed in- 
creases in earnings in the third 
quarter over a year ago, but 14 of 
them increased their earnings in 
the third quarter over the second 
quarter. 


Groups advancing from year to 
year Included automobiles, utilities, 
chemical companies, air transport 
and aircraft, brewers and distillers, 
food products and bakers and con- 
fectioners, and drug and cosmetic 
and soap manufacturers. 
* Those with declining profits 
in 


the third quarter from a year ago 
Include steel, auto parts, coal, metal 
fabricators, miscellaneous, railroad 
equipment, office equipment, print- 
Ing and publishing, containers, pulp 
and paper products, metal mining, 


radio and television and electrica 
products, textiles, tobacco, oil, and 
machinery. 


Percentagewise the changes were 
great, with gains going abovo 1,000 
per cent and losses running 
much as 67 per cent. 
The four automobile and truck 


manufacturers accounted for th 
biggest dollar profit of any of the 
groups, with the 22 oil companies in 
second place and 21 steel companle 
In third place. 


Oil companies fell back 6 per con 


from quarter to quarter and 32 pe 
cent from a year ago. 


Fourth quarter profit reports thl 
year are so far a big question mark 
The rise In activity after mld-yda 
was choked off by the coal strlk 
starting Sept. 19 and the steel strlk 
starting Oct. 1. Industrial actlvlt 
and retail and wholesale trade hav 
slowed down markedly in the pas 
few weeks, and continuation of th

The United Nations con-

The law says, generally, work- 
ri in a business engaged in inter- 
:ate commerce: 
1. Muat get at least 75 cents and 
our. (Under the old law the most 
n employer had to pay was 40 
ents an hour,) 
2. And they can work any num- 
er of hours, provided—for every 
our worked over 40 a week they 
et overtime pay at 1 1-2 times 
he rate for every hour worked un- 
er 40. 
But that overtime part, of the 
aw—1 1-2 times for every hour 
worked over 40—is softened for 
mploycrs guaranteeing their em- 
loyes an annual wage. 
Why for them? Because some In- 
lustrles regularly have slack sea- 
ons, followed by busy ones. 
Working In an Industry like that 
an be tough on the employes, since 
hey don't have regular work with 
teady Income the year around. 
Lnd It ran be tough on the em- 
ployer who wants to keep his 
workers from drifting away. 


And It can be very tough on 


luch a slack-and-busy-season em- 
ployer In this way: When business 
does get heavy, he may need more 
ban 40 hours' work a week from 
his employes. 


If he does, though, ho has to 
pay them the same 1 1-2-tlme rate 
which covers other employers In In- 
dustries where regularly the year 
around their employes work only 
10 hours a week and get no over- 
time. 


Congress tried td help the em- 


ployers and employes In such a 
slack-and-busy season industry by 
saying this In the law: 


If the employer guarantees his 
workers an annual wage—that Is, 
they'll make no less than a cer- 
tain fixed sum for the year, In 
spite of slack weeks—then he'll 
get a break this way: 


He doesn't have to pay his em- 


ployes the 1 1-2-tlme rate for over- 
time except for hours worked ov- 
er 12 a day or 56 a week, which- 
ever Is greater. 


But under the law the least an 


employer can guarantee his work- 
ers Is pay for 1,840 hours a year, 
which average out at 35 hours a 
week for 62 weeks. Even though 
they work less than 1,840, they 
must get paid for that many hours. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 31.—UP)— 


The quarrel between the navy and 
the other armed services has its 
roots in the unification act. 


Congress first • passed that act 


In 1947 and then tightened and 
toughened it this year, It has this 
purpose: 


To make the armed services 


work together better as a team, 
produce better planning, save mo-

ney on purchasing equipment, and 
so on. 
This is a brief explanation of 


how the act and the trouble grew: 


Until 1947 the army and navy 


were completely Independent of 
each other, The air force was part 
of the army. 


Each had two heads, military 


and civilian. This way: 
Army, 


chief of staff and secretary of 
the war department. In both cases 
the civilian heads were over the 
military chiefs. 


Further, the two secretaries op- 


erated independently and each was 
a member of the President's cab- 
inet. This meant they could go di- 
rectly to the President with their 
problems or 
complaints against 
each other. 


This set-up was changed by the 


unification act of 1947 and further 
changed by the revised law passed 
this year. This is the set-up now: 


The air force 
was 
separated 


from the army. Now there are 
three military agencies: the army, 
navy and air force departments. 


Each has Us own top military 
man: army chief of staff, air force 
chief of staff, and chief of naval 
operations. 


And each department has Us own 


civilian secretary. But—power has 
beon taken from the secretaries. 
They no longer are members of 
the President's cabinet. 


That's because congress created 
something new: 


1. A department of defense. The 
army, navy and air force depart- 
ments all are parts of the depart- 
ment of defense. 


2. A secretary of defense (Louis 


Johnson) to head up the whole 
show. H«'s a member of the Pres- 
ident's cabinet. He's boss over the 
three civilian secretaries. 


And—Those three civilian sv.- 
retarle* cannot carry their com- 
plaints to the President, unless 
Johnson approves. And they can't 
go to the President over John- 
son's head. So he's top man of all. 


The only one who can overrule 
him on questions of the army, navy 
or air force is the President, who 
is commandor-ln-chlef.
